PETER III, HIS FATHER AND MOTHER. 


From “ Memoirs of the Empress Catherine II.” 


The mother of Peter III was a daughter of Peter I. Two months 
after the birth of her son she died of consumption, in the little town of 
Kiel, in Holstein, a victim to grief at finding herself established in such 
a place and married so badly. Charles Frederic, Duke of Holstein, 
nephew of Charles XII, King of Sweden, was the father of Peter III. 
He was a weak prince, ugly, little, sickly, and poor (see the Journal of 
Berkholz, in Busching’s Magazine). He died in 1739, leaving his son, 
not quite eleven years old, under the guardianship of his cousin, Adol- 

has Frederic, Bishop of Lubeck and Duke of Holstein, since elected 

ing of Sweden, in consequence of the peace of Abo, and the recom- 
mendation of the Empress Elizabeth. The education of Peter III was 

laced under the superintendence of the Grand Marshal of his Court, 

rummer, a Swede by birth, under whom were the Great Chamberlain 
Berkholz, author of the journal just alluded to, and four chamberlains, 
two of whom, Adlerfeldt, author of a history of Charles XII, and Wach- 
meister, were Swedes, and the other two, Wolff and Madfeldt, natives of 
Holstein. The Prince was educated for the throne of Sweden, in a 
court too large for the country which contained it; and this court was 
divided into several factions mutually hating each other, each seeking 
to obtain an ascendancy over the mind of the Prince, instead of endeav- 
oring to form his character, and all bent upon inspiring him with an 
aversion for those opposed to them, The young Prince cordially hated 
Brummer ; nor did he like any of his attendants, because they kept him 
under restraint. 

Even from the age of ten, Peter III showed a fondness for drink. 
He had to submit to numerous presentations, and was never out of sight 
night or day. The persons he most Jiked during his childhood and the 
first years of his residence in Russia were two old valets de chambre— 
Cramer, a Livonian, and Roumberg, a Swede. The latter was the favor- 
ite; he was a somewhat rough and vulgar person, who had_ been a dra- 
goon under Charles XII. Brummer, and consequently Berkholz, who 
only saw with the eyes of Brummer, was attached to the Prince Guard- 
ian and Administrator; all the rest were dissatisfied with this Prince, 
and still more so with his adherents. 

When the Empress Elizabeth ascended the throne of Russia, she 

sent the Chamberlain Korf into Holstein to demand her nephew. In 
consequence, the Prince Administrator immediately sent him off, accom- 
panied by the Grand Mar:hal Brummer, the Chamberlain Berkholz, and 
the Chamberlain Decken, nephew of the former. The Empress received 
the Prince with great joy, and soon after his arrival set out for Moscow 
to be crowned. She had determined to declare him her heir; but, first 
of all, it was indispensable that he should be received into the Greek 
church. The enemies of the Grand Marshal Brummer, and particularly 
the Great Chamberlain Count Bestoujetf and the Count M. Panin, who 
was for a long time Russian minister in Sweden, pretended to have in 
their possession convincing proofs that Brummer, from the moment he 
found the Empress determined to declare her nephew heir presumptive 
to her throne, took as much pains to corrupt the mind and heart of his 
pupil as he had before taken to render him worthy of the crown of 
Sweden. But I have always doubted this atrocity, and looked upon the 
education of Peter III as a conflict of unfortunate circumstances. I will 
relate what I have seen and heard, and even that will explain a great 
deal. 

I saw Peter III for the first time when he was eleven years old. He 
was then at Eutin with his guardian, the Prince Bishop of Lubeck, some 
months after the death of his father, the Duke Charles Frederic. The 
Prince Bishop had assembled all his family at Eutin, in 1739, in order to 
meet his ward. My grandmother, mother of the Prince Bishop, and my 
mother, his sister, had come from Hamburg with me. I was then ten 
years old. Prince Augustus and the Princess Anne, brother and sister of 
the Prince Guardian and Administrator of Holstein, were also there; 
and it was then I heard it stated, in the presence of the assembled fam- 
ily, that the young Duke was inclined to drink, his attendants finding it 








difficult to prevent him from getting intoxicated at table; that he was 
restive and iinpetuous; without affection for those about him, and es- 
pecially disliking Brummer; that, otherwise, he was not wanting in 
vivacity, but that he was of a weak and sickly constitution. In puint of 
fact, his complexion was pale, and he appeared thin and delicate. To 
this child his attendants wished to give the appearance of a complete 
man; and for this purpose he was tormented with restraints only cal- 
culated to teach him falsehood as well in character as in deportment. 

The little court of Holstein had not long been settled in Russia when 
an embassy arrived from Sweden, requesting the Empress to allow her 
nephew to be placed on the throne of that kingdom. Elizabeth, how- 
ever, had already announced her intentions by the preliminaries of the 
peace of Abo, as previously mentioned ; and she replied to the Swedish 
diet that she had declared her nephew heir to the throne of Russia, and 
that she adhered to the preliminaries of the peace of Abo, which gave 
to Sweden, as heir presumptive to the crown, the Prince Administrator 
of Holstein. (This Prince had had an elder brother, to whom the 
Empress had been affianeed at the death of Peter I, The marriage had 
not taken place, as the Prince died of small-pox a few weeks after the 
betrothal; but the Empress retained much affection for his memory, as 
she showed by many marks of favor to all the family.) 

Peter II], then, was declared heir to Elizabeth and Grand Duke of 
Russia, after having previously made his profession of faith according to 
the rites of the Greek church. His instructor on this occasion was 
Simon Theodorsky, since Archbishop of Pleskov. The Prince had been 
baptized and brought up in the Lutheran creed in its most rigid and 
least tolerant form. Tle had always been refractory under instruction 
of every kin; and I have heard his attendants say that, while at Kiel, 
they had infinite trouble in getting him to church on Sundays and holi- 
days, and making him perform the acts of devotion required of him; and 
that most of the time he displayed his irreligionin the presence of Simon 
Theodorsky. His Royal Highness took it into his head to dispute upon 
every point, and his attendants had often to be called in to check his ill- 
humor or impetuosity. At last, after giving a deal of trouble, he sub- 
mitted to the wishes of his aunt the Empress; though, whether from 
prejudice, havit, or the spirit of contradiction, he frequently took care 
to let it be seen that he would rather have gone to Sweden than remain 
in Russia. He retained Brummer, Berkholz, and his Holstein attendants 
until his marriage. Some other masters were added to these as a mat- 
ter of routine: Mr. Isaac Wesselowsky for the Russian language; he 
came but rarely at first, and finally not at all; the other was the Profes- 
sor Stehlein, who was to teach him mathematies and history, but who, 
in reality, only played with him, and served him as a buffoon. The per- 
son who was most assiduous was the ballet-master, Laudé, who taught 
him dancing.

Boston Boox Trape Saves.—In giving a slight sketch of the Boston Trade 
Sales of Books, to which our attention has been called by the announcement 
of the new trade sale made under the direction of a Committee of Publishers 
in this city, and commencing in August next, we think we are doing our 
friends in other cities a service, and perhaps interesting many of our general 
readers. 

The first Trade Sale in Boston, and we believe the first in this country, 
was held at Concert Hall, Court street, August 7, 1827, the late J. L. Cun- 
ningham being the auctioneer. 

The catalogue, a folio sheet of four pages, comprising as contributors, 
Hilliard, Gray & Co.; Lincoln & Edmands; Crocker & Brewster; Munroe 
& Francis; Richardson & Lord; 8. G. Goodrich; 8S. H. Parker; Cottons & 
Barnard; J. W. Burditt; T. Bedlington; Charles Ewer; Bowles & Dear- 
born (late firm of T. H. Carter & Co.); James Crissey ; H. Cowperthwait ; 
Robert Desilver; George Champley; Collins & Hannay; T. H. Miller; 
Wait, Green & Co.; Thomas Wells; Harrison Gray; O. D. Cook & Co; 
Glazier & Co.; and Carey, Lee and Carey. The catalogue filled three pages 
only of the four. The quantities of books in each line ranging from 5 to 2000 
copies. 

"on this sale till that of 1834 or ’5, Boston took the lead in prices, the 
sales made being the best in the country. From 1835 or 'é the publishers 
took little interest in these sales, the committee neglecting the duty of meet- 
ing, and leaving the whole matter in the hands of the auctioneer, to hold a 
sale, or not; as a consequence the sales fell off, both in general interest and 
the prices obtained. The largest sale, however, that took place in this city, 
was that of 1836, $85,000. 

In 1837, in consequence of the panic in trade, Mr. Cunningham declined 
to hold a trage sale, thus destroying somewhat the confidence in their per- 
manency ; from that time to the present the trade of Boston have taken little 
personal interest in the sales, and have allowed their interest *to increase 
those of New York and Philadelphia. The sales have, however, been held 
at various times since by various parties, but without any general or con- 
certed movement of the publishers themselves. 

The present sale is the result of action taken by the entire Book Trade of 
Boston, who having called a meeting, chosen an auctioneer, selected a com- 
mittee to direct, and another to confer with the Trade in New York and 
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Philadelphia, have every reason to promise themselves a success even 
beyond their hopes when commenced; in fact, every movement has been 
made, and every step taken by all concerned, to render success certain. 

The Boston Trade contributes largely, the principal houses generally 
doubling some lists of the New York and Philadelphia catalogues, and putting 
in quantities equal to the largest amounts duplicated at those sales. _ : 

It remains for the Trade in New York and Philadelphia to assist their 
friends in our city by not only contributing, but giving full lists, thus helping 
to induce the attendance of purchasers from the whole country, and we 
think there can be no doubt whatever of the result. : 

The auctioneers, determined on their part to forward as much as possible 
the interests of the contributors, have taken Chapman Hall, School street, 
for the sale; it is in the centre of business, and yet quiet and retired from 
the immediate thoroughfare. They have also solicited and obtained the 
assistance of Thomas F. Bell, Esq., of Philadelphia, and Andrew M. Merwin, 
Esq., of New York. These gentlemen are the most popular auctioneers In 
the country, and the Trade confiding invoices to the sale, will be assured of 
prompt and attentive actfn on the pet of all concerned. We sincerely 
wish them every success in this their first of the new series of Boston Book 
Trade Sales. '

“The Immortality of the 
Soul and the Final Condition of the Wicked carefully considered,” is by 
Robert W. Landis, who says : “ The subject of the tractate here submitted to 
the public has been, for several years past, specifically before the mind of 
the author. While in the discharge of his pastoral duties in the city of Pater- 
son, New Jersey, he delivered a course of sermons on the last judgment, and 
when treating upon the issues of that event, he received a request from a 
number of respectable gentlemen (to whom the Rev. George Storrs was 
statedly preaching) to discourse upon the immortality of the soul.

Dersy & Jackson issue two new books by Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 
‘‘New Star Papers; or, Views and Experiences of Religious Subjects,” a 
series of essays, for the most part taken from the Independent ; and “ Plain 
and pleasaht Talk about Fruits, Flowers, and Farming.” Mr. Beecher re- 
marks in his Preface: “ No one of our readers will be half so curious to 
know what this book contains as the author himself. For it is more than 
twelve years since these pieces were begun, and it is more than ten years 
since we have looked at them. The publishers have taken thé trouble to 
dig them out from what we supposed to be their lasting burial-place, in the 
columns of the Western Farmer and Gardener, and they have gone through 
the press without our own revision.” 











T. B. Pererson & Brotuers favor us with a copy of the new Romance by 
G. P. R. James, ‘The Cavalier.” Mr. James, who unquestionably should be 
competent to speak, thus refers to a change in the taste of novel readers. 
“One of the most curious histories which could be written would be that of 
the variations of taste. Wigs, powder, pigtails, hoops, wimples, fardingales, 
maa and thunder and lightning stockings, have all had their adorers, 
ave all been thought indispensable to fashion and taste, and then, in a few 

short years have been condemned as the most hideous monstrosities by a 
succeeding generation. But no man has had experience enough to compile 
such a histgry. The half-dozen variations which he may have seen in his 
own time, could give but little illustration of the subject; and although I 
have faint reminiscences of powder, a vague idea of pigtails, and a distinct 
remembrance of ladies in tight gowns which gave them the appearance of 
being sewed up in eelskins, yet I do not consider that I have experience 
enough to treat the subject scientifically. 

‘If aman could be sure 

That his life would endure, 

For a thousand long years as of yore,’ 
he could lay himself out for such abstruse studies; but at present I must 
confine myself to one of those changes in the taste of romance reading man- 
kind which has occurred within my own knowledge, and has been somewhat 
yuzzling to the fabricator of stories, I remember quite well the time when 
ee and minute descriptions of scenery, costume, armor, personal appear- 
ance—ay, and even character—were highly palatable to the reader. The 
exquisite pictures afforded by the poems and romances of Sir Walter Scott 
were the delight of intelligent minds. Men felt in reading them as if they 
were gazing at the glorious handiwork of a Claude or Poussin; but we have 
changed all that; we hear from the lips of every little critic deep condem- 
nations of long and wearisome descriptions; and every sort of stimulant, 
from blood and thunder to philosophical infidelity, is required to excite the 
public taste. Fifty thousand throats cut in one chapter, five or six thousand 
young ladies seduced by one villain, with a reasonable admixture of gam- 
pling, swindling, drinking, and lying, form the best sauce to any story that 
ean be told, and although every now and then a work appears, which, like 
the great ‘ Novel’ of Sir Edward Lytton, commands attention by its intrin- 
sic power, few books can be produced in which cayenne pepper, in some 
hape, does not overbalance all the other condiments.”
